Kids face

As Edmonton parents get ready 
for the second week of school, 
some are feeling helpless as 
their children face bus rides of 
up to two hours long. 

According to Andrea Cano, a 
parent living in Mill Woods, her 
four-year-old daughter Dayana 
spent just shy of two hours on 
the bus on Friday, commuting 
home from her first week at 
Mill Creek School. 

While Cano said Dayana 
rides the bus with her older 
brother, she’s still worried 
about the long commute, espe¬ 
cially in winter. 

“I don’t know what to do,” 
said Cano. 

Last week, the EPSB said 
they were expecting shorter 
bus rides than originally ex¬ 
pected after a reconfiguring of 
school boundaries to accommo¬ 
date massive growth in Edmon¬ 
ton’s new neighbourhoods. 

After moving to Edmonton 
from Spain two years ago, Cano 
and her husband, Carlos, opted

With limited English, Cano 
said it’s easier for her and her 
husband to interact with teach¬ 
ers and the principal, who all 
speak Spanish, while preserv¬ 
ing their cultural roots. 

“We just came to Canada, 
so we tiy to make this situation 
easier for our children,” said 
Rodrigo Gonzalez Vivanco, an¬ 
other Mill Creek parent. He im¬ 
migrated to Canada from Chile 
six years ago. 

“Why do we have so many 
schools in the city with differ¬ 
ent languages (if our kids can’t 
go there)?” he asked. 

Vivanco said the school — 
which is 5.7 kilometres from 
his and Cano’s homes and a 
nine-minute drive when the 
Canos take their kids to school 
in the morning — is a two-hour 
ride by bus because of the route 
outlined by the public district.

FIVE THINGS JIM PRENTICE PROMISED ALBERTA 

Now that the dust has settled and Jim Prentice has emerged as the new leader of the Alberta Progressive Conservative party and, thus, the province’s new premier, 
what can we expect from the man? Prentice has outlined his position on many issues and made commitments on a host of topics. Here are five key promises he made: 

ROBSON FLETCHER

Restoring post¬ 
secondaryfunding 

Prentice pledged to restore funding 
slashed from Alberta universities 
and colleges last year. 

Post-secondaiy institutions felt 
the brunt of the province’s austerity 
measures in the April 2013 budget, 
with $147 million in total cuts. 

Since then, $50 million has been 
restored but Prentice said, if elected 
leader, he would see the remain¬ 
ing $97 million put back, too. Rival 
Thomas Lukaszulc, however, was in 
charge of the advanced education 
ministry when cuts came down, 
and said Prentice’s education-spend¬ 
ing promise “defies mathematics 
and logic.” 


Building more public 
schools 

Prentice has promised to build 
more schools. “In the Alberta that 
I lead, our children will not be 
housed in makeshift schools,” he 
said at a campaign-kiclcoff event 
in May. 

Prentice criticized the govern¬ 
ment under former premier Alison 
Redford for so far failing to deliver 
on her promise to build 50 new 
schools and modernize 70 more by 
2016, and said he would get those 
50 new schools built faster — and 
50 more on top of that, if necessaiy 
— by re-prioritizing the province’s 
capital spending and continuing to 
borrow to fund infrastructure. 


Term limits... sort of 

Prentice surprised many polit¬ 
ical observers, and legal experts, 
when he said he would intro¬ 
duce term limits for MLAs if he 
becomes premier. 

Prentice said he’d bring in new 
rules that would force future MLAs 
to only serve for a maximum of 
three terms and premiers to serve 
for a maximum of two terms. 
Previously elected officials would be 
grandfathered in and not subject to 
the new rules, he added. A few days 
later, Prentice clarified that the term 
limits could also be imposed on PC 
members through an internal party 
process, rather than legislation that 
would apply to all MLAs. 


Healthcare — 

Reinstating AHS board 

Prentice said he would reinstate 
the board of directors that over¬ 
sees Alberta Health Services, as he 
disagreed with the government’s 
2013 decision to fire the entire 
board. 

The move came in response 
to the previous board’s refusal to 
cancel lucrative bonuses for AHS 
executives. 

Prentice said AHS needs 
oversight from a group of 
people — rather than the single 
administrator who has been in 
charge since the board’s firing — 
but also needs more autonomy at 
local levels. 


Smaller cabinet‘based 
on merit and integrity’ 

In a leadership campaign that 
focused heavily on elected officials’ 
spending practices and senses of 
entitlement, Prentice vowed that a 
new government under his watch 
would be run by fewer people with 
stronger ethics. 

As premier, Prentice said he 
would “clean this mess up,” reduce 
the size of the provincial cabinet, 
and appoint ministers “based on 
merit and integrity.” The promise, 
of course, comes in the wake of 
various spending scandals that led 
former premier Alison Redford to 
resign, a move which triggered the 
leadership contest in the first place.

Clinic's head hopes to be 
a pot ‘pioneer’ in Alberta 


Months after launching Al¬ 
berta’s only marijuana-pre¬ 
scribing clinic, Oasis Medical 
Centre hasn’t become some 
hotbed for old-time hippies in 
tie-dyed shirts. 

In fact, the data suggests 
quite the opposite: Most users 
are male professionals in their 
40s suffering eveiything from 
chronic pain to sleep disorders 
to cancer. 

The screening process is 
rigorous, according to doctor- 
in-training and Oasis partner 
Miles Nakaska. Patients first 
fill out a form online detailing 
their medical and treatment 
histoiy. Next, it’s a face-to-face 
meeting with him that can 
span nearly an hour. 

“You’ve been through 
conventional treatment — it 
failed,” Nakaska said of his

average patient’s predica¬ 
ment. “You’ve been through 
the pain clinic. We’ve seen 
people on four or five different 


types of narcotics come in. You 
wouldn’t believe the pill boxes 
these people have; it’s sick.” 

Health Canada has not ap¬ 
proved the use of the drug, 
but the courts have required 
“reasonable access” to it for 
prescribed users. The College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Alberta (CPSA), meanwhile, re¬ 
quires members to document 
trials with more traditional 
treatments before turning to 
weed. 

None of that, however, ap¬ 
pears to faze the man behind 
Oasis’ bold endeavour, Dr. Eu¬ 
gene Magerman. He serves as 
lead physician and an organiza¬ 
tion founder and said it’s hard 
not to get emotional when 
describing the benefits of medi¬ 
cinal marijuana for patients 
who felt so hopeless coping 
with an illness or ailment for 
so long. 

“I want to be a pioneer, I 
want to be a new light... a new 
force of health-care practition¬ 
ers, who believe in a more nat¬ 
ural way.”

Arab League calls 
for support against ISIS 


The head of the Arab League 
appealed Sunday to its 
member states to confront 
“militarily and politically” 
Islamic State of Iraq and 
Syria (ISIS) insurgents, an 
apparent call to arms as the 
U.S. launched new airstrilces 
against the group’s fighters 
in Iraq. 

Nabil Elaraby’s com¬ 
ments come ahead of U.S. 
President Barack Obama’s 
planned address Wednesday 
to the American people on 
his plans to confront ISIS, 
which now controls a wide 
swath of territory in Syria 
and Iraq. 


Washington is looking 
for wide support for its call 
to take action on ISIS, fol¬ 
lowing domestic criticism 
it was too overly cautious 
in dealing with the militant 
group. 

Already, NATO forces 
have agreed to take on ISIS 
militants. Support from the 
Arab League could provide 
Obama the international co¬ 
alition he hoped to create to 
challenge the group. 

It wasn’t immediately 
unclear what steps the Arab 
League would take in sup¬ 
porting action against ISIS.

Floodwaters and landslides 
devastate Kashmiri villages

Incessant rains. Worst 
flooding in more than

Landslides and flash floods 
triggered by heavy monsoon 
rains have killed nearly 300 
people in large swaths of 
northern India and Pakistan, 
officials said Sunday. 

Five days of incessant 
rains in Indian-controlled 
Kashmir have left at least 120 
people dead in the region’s 
worst flooding in more than 
five decades, submerging 
hundreds of villages and trig¬ 
gering landslides, officials 
said. In neighbouring Pak¬ 
istan, more than 160 people 
have died and thousands of 
homes have collapsed, with 
an official saying the situa¬ 
tion was becoming a “nation¬ 
al emergency.” 

Rescuers in both countries 
were using helicopters and 
boats to try to reach tens of 


thousands of people stranded 
in their homes as floodwaters 
rose and submerged many 
villages. 

Rescue efforts in Srinagar, 
the main city in Indian Kash¬ 
mir, were hampered by fast- 
moving floodwaters that 
submerged large parts of the 
city. 

The rains had stopped 
on Sunday, but officials said 
the spreading water from 
the overflowed Jhelum River 
was moving too fast to allow 
boats to reach many people 
stranded in Srinagar for 
much of the day. By evening, 
several boats had been de¬ 
ployed to start rescue efforts, 
said Omar Abdullah, Jammu 
and Kashmir state’s top elect¬ 
ed official. 

In many of Srinagar’s 
neighbourhoods, the water 
was about four metres deep, 
submerging entire houses. 
Stranded residents left their 
homes to move in with 
friends or relatives in safer 
areas, the associated press

U.K. may 
offer Scots 
more fiscal

Referendum looms. 

With the ‘Yes’ vote for 
Scottish independence 
surging, Britain set to 
allow greater tax and 
financial freedom 


The British government plans 
to offer Scotland more finan¬ 
cial autonomy as polls predict 
a very close vote in the referen¬ 
dum on Scottish independence. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
said Sunday the government is 
finalizing plans to give Scotland 
greater fiscal and tax autonomy 
and will unveil the proposals in 
the coming days. 

Osborne spoke as recent 
polls have shown a tightening 
vote ahead of the Sept. 18 
referendum on Scotland’s in¬ 
dependence from Britain, with 
the “Yes” movement gaining 
momentum despite the British 
government’s warnings of pos-

sible pitfalls, such as not being 
able to use the British pound. 

Scottish Deputy First Min¬ 
ister Nicola Sturgeon said that 
if the British government was 
serious about giving Scotland 
more powers, they would not 
have waited until two weeks 
before the referendum. 

“There is no option of more 
powers short of independence 
on the ballot paper,” she said. 
“There is no guarantee whatso¬ 
ever that if Scotland votes ‘No’ 
we will get a single additional 
power for the Scottish Parlia¬ 
ment.”

Hawaiians living near volcano 
still on alert as lava flow slows 


Residents in a sparsely 
populated neighbourhood 
near Hawaii’s active volcano 
are still on alert while of¬ 
ficials say a dangerous lava 
flow has slowed its advance. 

The Hawaii Civil Defence 
Agency said Saturday that 
an inspection made by heli¬ 
copter of the area shows the 


lava had flowed about 50 
yards since Friday from the 
island’s Kilauea volcano. 

The agency reported the 
flow advanced about 150 
yards between Thursday 
and Friday. 

The flow was moving at 
almost 300 yards a day ear¬ 
lier in the week. 


Officials said no resi¬ 
dents have been asked to 
evacuate and that the flow 
does not pose an immediate 
threat. The nearest homes 
are about a mile from the 
flow, which could reach the 
residential area in about 
week. 

Residents remain under 


an eruption warning and 
are asked to be ready to 
evacuate. 

Kilauea, which means 
“spewing” or “much spread¬ 
ing” in the Hawaiian lan¬ 
guage, first erupted in 
January 1983 and has been 
continuously erupting since.

Coarse controversy. 
Students say shirts 
meant to protest 
anti-swearing policy

A photo of two men wearing 
black, sleeveless shirts with 
the words “f--lc safe space” 
near Carleton University in 
Ottawa has sparked online 
denunciations and charges 
of “rape culture.” 

But some people say the 
shirts are actually a protest 
against a “safe space” policy 
forbidding swearing by frosh 
week facilitators. 

Leslie Robertson, a civil 
litigation lawyer in Ottawa, 
tweeted a photo of the two 
unidentified men Sunday 
afternoon. At the time of pub¬ 
lication, it had been re-tweet- 
ed by more than 100 people.

In a followup tweet, Rob¬ 
ertson said “there were many 
people, including women, 
wearing these shirts.” 

The university issued a 
statement Sunday evening 
saying it was investigating 
the incident. 

In an interview, Rob¬ 
ertson told Metro she saw 


several people wearing the 
shirts while walking to a 
farmers’ market across the 
street from the university 
on Bronson Avenue. Seeing 
both men and women wear 
the shirts in broad daylight 
made her feel unsafe, she 
said. 

She said she was surprised 
to see the shirts since lately 
there has been lots of discus¬ 
sions about rape culture and 
homophobia on campuses. 

“If I’m living in a place 
where people feel it’s com¬ 
pletely appropriate to have 
those outward messages, 
like, on their T-shirts, then, 
you know, we’re not living 
in a safe place,” said Robert¬ 
son. 

“I don’t really know 
(what) the intentions of the 
shirts are, but it’s a reminder 
that there are people walk¬ 
ing around in the same 
places as I’m in who don’t 
care to respect other women 
or whoever it is that it was 
intended to.”

Prostitution for 
redemption? 

Police say they have uncov¬ 
ered a messianic Jewish sect 
that prostituted women to 
“save Israel.” 

Police said officers ar¬ 
rested two men and two 
women on suspicion of coer¬ 
cing women into having sex 
with non-Jews and exploiting 
them sexually by making 
them addicted to drugs 


and alcohol. The reason¬ 
ing behind the plot was “to 
save the people of Israel and 
bring redemption nearer.” 

Police say the four 
suspects, two men and two 
women, were part of a mes¬ 
sianic sect. An investigation 
revealed they were brain¬ 
washing the women into 
believing they were helping 
the Jewish people by having 
sex with non-Jews while 
pocketing the money for 
themselves.

Rabies scare 


China culls 
thousands ofdogs 

Chinese authorities killed 
almost 5,000 dogs in one 
city after blaming five hu¬ 
man deaths on rabies, the 
official Xinhua News Agency 
reported Sunday. 

The city of Baoshan in 
southwestern Yunnan prov¬ 
ince killed 4,900 dogs and 
vaccinated another 100,000 
in its anti-rabies campaign, 


Xinhua said. 

The city issued an urgent 
order calling for authorities 
to tightly regulate dogs and 
kill stray ones. 

Chinese governments 
often order such widespread 
dog culls or ban dog owner¬ 
ship to control the spread 
of rabies. In 2009, author¬ 
ities in the northern city of 
Hanzhong reportedly killed 
about 37,000 dogs after a 
rabies outbreak, including 
clubbing some of the animals 
to death, the associated press 


Violence continues. 
Two-day-old truce 
widely ignored in 
country's east 


Shelling and other clashes be¬ 
tween government forces and 
Russian-backed separatists 
threw the ceasefire agreement 
in eastern Ukraine into deep¬ 
ening peril Sunday, two days 
after it took hold. 

At least two houses hit 
by artillery fire blazed in the 
rural village of Spartak, which 
lies just north of the main 
rebel-held city of Donetsk and 
adjacent to the airport. 

A man whose house was 
struck by a shell said rebels 
had fired from a spot nearby, 
and that apparently provoked 
a retaliatoiy attack from 
Ukrainian government troops. 

A group of rebel fighters in 
the village danced and drank 
Sunday morning in celebra¬ 
tion after what they said was a 
successful assault on a Ukrain¬ 
ian militaiy encampment. 

The truce — signed on Fri¬ 
day by Ukraine, Russia and 
the rebels after five months 
of fighting that killed at least 


2,600 civilians and forced hun¬ 
dreds of thousands from their 
homes — was shattered late 
Saturday by shelling on the 
outskirts of the coastal town 
of Mariupol. The city council 
said Sunday that one civilian 
was killed and a serviceman 
wounded. 

In Spartak, resident 
Anastasia Ivanusenlco, who 
moved to Donetsk to escape 
the fighting, learned her 
house had been destroyed 
Sunday as she was coming to 
pick up some basic items for 
her child. 

“I have a little baby and 
we are temporarily living in 
a dormitoiy. We wanted to 
get the stroller, some warm 
clothes for the child,” she said, 
quietly sobbing on a bench 
across the road from her burn¬ 
ing home. “There was no way 
to get into the house.”

Crops organic 
no more after 


Thanks but no thanks. 

Farmers come up with 
countermeasures to 
negate sloppy spraying 


The cloud of insecticide that 
drifted from a neighbour’s 
field onto the asparagus of An¬ 
drew and Melissa Dunham’s 
central Iowa farm has cast 
a shadow over their organic 
vegetable business. 

They say the costs from the 
incident and resulting loss of 
organic certification on their 
asparagus patch for three 
years will reach about $74,000, 
and they’re now working with 
the sprayer’s insurance com¬ 
pany. 

“We’re a certified organic 
farm — except for our aspara¬ 
gus,” Melissa Dunham lament¬ 
ed. 

The Dunhams grow about 
eight hectares of organic 
vegetables on their 32-hectare 
Grinnell Heritage Farm. 

Iowa agricultural officials 
determined this spring that a 
ground applicator violated sev¬ 
eral regulations while spray¬ 
ing an insecticide on a neigh¬ 
bouring farm last August. 

Pesticide drift is a serious 
concern for organic farmers, 
and they’ve come up with 
several defences, such as buf¬ 
fer strips. Twelve states and 
the province of Saskatchewan 
are part of a registry of farms 
that tips off aerial and ground 


sprayers to areas they need to 
avoid. 

The aerial spraying indus¬ 
try and pesticide manufactur¬ 
ers, meanwhile, say they’ve 
made big strides in controlling 
drift through pilot education 
and new technologies. 

Organic and specialty crop 
growers are trying to profit 
off the rising consumer inter¬ 
est in locally grown, natural 
foods. But those smaller farms 
are often islands surrounded 
by a sea of conventionally 
grown crops that get sprayed 
with herbicides, insecticides 
and fungicides. 

Any organic farm next to 
a conventional farm is at risk, 
so farmers typically have buf¬ 


fer systems, said Nate Lewis, 
senior crop and livestock spe¬ 
cialist with the Organic Trade 
Association. The Dunhams 
maintain a nine-metre buf¬ 
fer strip of shrubs along the 
affected side of their farm. 
They’ve posted no-spray signs 
and listed their farm on Iowa’s 
sensitive crops registry. 

But the precautions weren’t 
enough. Fortunately, Melissa 
Dunham said, no customers in 
their spring community-sup¬ 
ported agriculture program 
accepted their offer of refunds. 

“They were more sympa¬ 
thetic and angry, actually, that 
there were no penalties,” she 
said.

OK, so you are boo-hooing 
into your double-double with 
a side of Timbits because you 
didn’t grab some Tim Hortons 
Inc. stock last year. And now, 
with the impending Burger 
King Worldwide Inc. merger, 
it’s too late. 

Or is it? 

A year ago Tim’s was a $50 
stock and all the fundamen¬ 
tals were in place to see a nice 
steady growth going forward. 
But 85 bucks was simply not 
on analysts’ radars. In fact, 
with increasing competition 
in the sector, most analysts 
have been predicting low 
single-digit growth, if that, for 
the likes of McDonald’s Corp., 
Krispy Kreme Doughnuts, Inc., 
and Starbucks Corp. 

That was then. 

First, a little lingo update is 
in order. Fast food is out and 
fast service or quick service 
is in. Ordering with your 
bum in a chair likely puts the 
restaurant in the fast casual 
categoiy. Standing while 
ordering denotes fast service 
fare. Somehow that moniker 
seems a little less calorie- and 
sodium-laden than fast food. 

What may propel Tim Hor¬ 
tons to loftier stock heights 
is the rapid encroachment of 
fast service on fast casual ter- 
ritoiy. Upscale additions such 
as higher-quality breads and 
buns (thanks Panera Bread 
Co.!) and salads with chi-chi 
ingredients like cranberries, 
goat cheese, free-range eggs 
and pecans are now common¬ 
place. 

Fancy fixin’s at fast food 
(oops, fast service) prices, a 
la Tim Hortons, will attract a 
new group of munchers who

have avoided greasy and quick 
in the past. And that spells 
new revenues. 

Also, the merger creates 
the third-largest restaurant 
chain in the world behind 
McDonald’s and Yum! Brands, 
Inc. Bigger often means cost 
savings through economies 
of scale. 

So, there may be some nice 
upside to Tim Hortons, even 
this late in the day. 

The big negative is Tim 
Hortons’ new bed pal, 3G Cap¬ 
ital, which owns Burger King. 
There’s more than a little of 
the Wall Street wolf, Gordon 
Geklco, in how this company 
operates. It won’t hesitate to 


slash dividends, staff or lower 
the bar on ingredients if it 
boosts profits. But that kind 
of management can actually 
backfire on a stock by damag¬ 
ing the brand.

There’s a training program for city politicians on 
how to make lemonade when the city auditor 
hands you lemons. I really want to attend it be¬ 
cause apparently it works really well. 

Evidence of its effectiveness was shown when 
our mayor told all and sundry that the $47 million 
it cost to take over photo radar in the city was 
“not a big issue” and “just a question of account¬ 
ing.” 

I guess the auditor didn’t attend the “Make 
Something Into Lemonade Edmonton” training 
program. I guess he thought that the difference 
between a $6.7 million cost projection and a $53.6 
million actual cost was in fact a big issue. 

The mayor’s approach was to basically say, “Hey. Cool your 
jets. We still made money.” That is certainly true. 

But if the initial figures were correct, we would have made 
a whole lot more money. A whole lot more money. Call me 
crazy, but I would think that $47 million would have paid for 
a lot of sidewalks.

month. 

I would have expected that he would have 
immediately called the ability of the city ad¬ 
ministration into question. 

Its record is abysmal at best. Cost overruns, incorrect 
infrastructure estimates and the list goes on. Just one more 
example of a complete lack of accountability. But hey, no big 
issue. 

What really impressed me, however, was how well No Big 
Issue Don incorporated what he learned into his “spin” class-

es at the city.

people’s fives. 

She’s the teacher who 
keeps in touch with students 
long after graduation, guiding 
them where and when needed.

Dash Miholc is being remark¬ 
ably good about not giving 
away any details about the 
last few episodes of the cur¬ 
rent season of Ray Donovan, 
even after I’ve tried plying 
him with a couple beers. 

“You know my show — 
they can whack me at any 
time, so I kind of can’t talk 
too much. They won’t hesi¬ 
tate to whack somebody, 
even if you’re a family mem¬ 
ber,” he says. 

One person on the ser¬ 
ies we agree is probably safe 
from any vindictive whack¬ 
ing is Miholc’s co-star, Liev 
Schrieber, who plays the titu¬ 
lar Ray. It would be weird if 
they killed off Ray Donovan 
on Ray Donovan, after all. Or 
maybe not. 

“They could just start call¬ 
ing it The Donovans or some¬ 
thing,” Miholc offers. “No, 
he’s safe.” 

Spoilers aside, Miholc is ac¬ 
tually feeling quite talkative. 
On the series, currently wrap¬ 
ping up its second season and 
recently renewed for a third, 
Miholc has gotten plenty of 
time to explore the tortured 
soul of Bunchy Donovan, a 
luxuiy he attributes to the 


nature of television. 

“In general, you see all 
these movie actors moving 
to TV because it’s racier, it’s 
more interesting, and they’re 
enjoying getting to portray 
these people that are really, 
really complicated and lay¬ 


ered and flawed for more 
than two hours,” he says. 

He’s not really talking 
about TV in general, though, 
but cable. 

“Network is network. It’s 
fun here and there, but you 
don’t really get to explore 


anybody,” he says. “No of¬ 
fence to CBS, my parent 
company, but I don’t watch 
anything on there. There’s so 
much now on streaming and 
on cable now.” 

In fact, Miholc is so enam¬ 
oured by the television world 
that he’s actively getting into 
the game behind the camera. 

“I just directed a pilot and 
screened it at my agency last 
week. We’re going to sell it,” 
he says. 

“It’s a really dark comedy, 
and it could go to places like 
Amazon or Netflix. It’s pretty 
racy language, but there are 
all these outlets for that now. 
We just made it ourselves, 
and we’re going to shop it. 
You could never do that be¬ 
fore.” 

But Miholc hasn’t left 
movies behind — far from 
it. With two films wrapped 
— including Mike Flanagan’s 
Somnia — and another in 
production, Miholc has feet 
planted firmly in both the 
film and television worlds, 
another luxury he attributes 
to the more generous cable 
schedule. And he’s still got a 
few items on his wish list. 

“You know what I want to 
do?

Shortly after playing the tra¬ 
gic country music hero Bad 
Blake in the film Crazy Heart, 
and winning an Oscar for the 
role, Jeff Bridges presented the 
world with a stellar self-titled 
countiy/folk album. A positive 
collection of well-constructed 
songs. Bridges teamed up with 
producer T. Bone Burnett and 
proved that he had even more 
to offer. Hot on the heels of his 
recent movie, The Giver, Bridg¬ 
es has somehow found the time 
to take his band of Abiders on 
the road. 

Was music something you did 


before movies and did you 
ever have to choose between 
movies and music? 

I’ve been playing since I was 
13 or 14, and as far as a time 
when I wondered if I wanted 
to go into that, I seriously 
questioned and asked myself 
whether acting was going to be 
my path. And as I grew older it 
became the path of least resist¬ 
ance. I took that path with the 
most energy, but the music has 
always been part of my life. I 
have a little studio and I like 
writing music and playing with 
my friends. 

Tell me about the timeline 
of your self-titled album 
and your role in Crazy Heart. 
Which came first and did one 
inspire the other? 

Crazy Heart came first and it 
certainly inspired my record. 
T-Bone Burnett and I have been 
friends for a very long time 
and I met him, oh about 30 
years ago on Heaven’s Gate, 
and we played a lot of music 
on that. And that in a way gave 


birth to Crazy Heart. And after 
Crazy Heart was over, I became 
deep into the music and 
land of restarted my musical 
thinking there and I thought 
if there was ever a time to live 
my teenage music dream, that 
would be the time. So I called 
up my buddy T-Bone and gave 
him a bunch of songs that I 
thought would be good and he 
liked them and that was that. 

What kind of advice has T- 
Bone given you over the years 
that has helped you along the 
way musically? 

He gave me some great advice 
during Crazy Heart that stuck 
with me through the album 
as well. T-Bone really likes to 
make a universe that comes 
from an alternate universe. 
When we did the music from 
Crazy Heart he didn’t want to 
copy anyone’s style, he wanted 
to make music that was fresh, 
familiar, but different. He 
didn’t want it to sound like 
anyone else. He made me a 
list of all of the guys that my 


character Bad Blake would 
have listened to while growing 
up in Fort Worth. He knew 
what he was talking about 
because that’s where he grew 
up. He said, “You’d be listening 
to Merle Haggard, Hank Wil¬ 
liams and those guys, but you’d 
also be listening to Bob Dylan, 
Leonard Cohen, the Beatles.” 

I asked if I’d be listening to 
Captain Beefheart? And he said 
“Oh yeah! You’d be listening 
to Ornette Coleman too.” That 
was also for the idea for the Jeff 
Bridges album, too. It didn’t 
have to be a pure country 
album or a pure anything. 

What are your true feel¬ 
ing about The Eagles? Do 
you really "hate the f—ing 
Eagles/' as the quote from 
Lebowski goes? 

That’s not me. That’s The 
Dude, man. I ran into those 
guys at a party and those guys 
gave me a lot of s—. I said, 
“Don’t take it personally, man. 
It’s a movie, man.” The Eagles 
are fine. I dig Creedence, too. 
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Ed guesses he’s 
pretty influential

On pop charts populated by 
rappers and dance-floor divas, 
a 23-year-old Brit with an 
acoustic guitar stands out. Ed 
Sheeran, whose sophomore 
album X peaked at the No. 1 
position on the Billboard 200 
earlier this summer, says he 
likens his popularity to a niche 
that needs to be filled. 

“I think there is one singer- 
songwriter for eveiy genera¬ 
tion,” he says. “I guess I’m just 
this generation’s one.” 

This statement is charac¬ 
teristic of Sheeran in conver¬ 
sation. There’s an element of 
the grandiosity one needs to 
become a pop star, but there’s 
also a healthy dose of humility 
and even a trace of self-doubt. 
He says the phrase “I guess” 
about as often as he sings about 
being drunk. Sheeran’s music is 
also rife with these levels of cer¬ 
tainty. “I like a lot of different 
types of music, and I like try- 
ing them out, I guess,” he says. 
“I never want to be a one-triclc 
pony, even if I don’t master the 
other crafts.” 

His live act includes experi¬ 
mental elements like a series 
of sampling pedals, and his 
repertoire runs the gamut from 
pretty ballads to confessional 
raps to Springsteen covers. 

When asked about this 
cover, he says, “I was in a ho¬ 
tel room in New York with a 
friend who is an actor. And he 
was playing stuff on the speak¬ 
ers and that song came on, and 
I wasn’t familiar with Spring¬ 
steen. I was kind of familiar 
with his big hits but I wasn’t 
really familiar with that album, 
Nebraska. And I just listened to 
that on repeat. Over and over 
again that night and I got fully 
into it the next day.” 

So who was that actor? 

“A friend of mine named Kit 
Harington,” he says. “He plays 
Jon Snow on Game of Thrones.” 

Oh yeah, we’ve heard of 
him. Sheeran’s careful to dis¬ 
tinguish that although he has 
some friends who are also in 
show business, not everybody 
knows each other and has the

kindest words for each other. 

On the day of this interview, 
a meme of Sheeran walking 
up to the stage at the VMAs 
makes the rounds, the gossip 
suggesting that Miley Cyrus 
can be seen mouthing the word 
“a—hole” as Sheeran high-fives 
a friend in her row. 

Miley is definitely not clap¬ 
ping for Ed, but really, is this a 
good celebrity beef? Probably 
not. When we speak, Sheeran 
hasn’t seen the clip in ques¬ 
tion, and he says that he has 
never met Cyrus, but he seems 
perfectly content with being on 
the gossip websites. 

“At least they’re saying 
something,” he says. 

Sheeran learned about not 
saying negative things about 
famous people the hard way, 
as last year he was critical of 
Cyrus’ Wrecking Ball video. 

One other musician you 
won’t get Sheeran talking 
about is who the subject of his 
most recent single, Don’t is. 

Pointing to the lyric, “me 


and her, we make money the 
same way,” many were quick 
to suggest when X was first re¬ 
leased that it was about Ellie 
Goulding, with whom Sheeran 
had been spotted at a few pub¬ 
lic outings. So who is it about? 

“No one’s got an answer out 
of me yet,” he says, resolute 
that this interview won’t be any 
different. 

What sets Don’t apart from 
other Top 40 material is how 
Sheeran mixes these elements 
that he’s perfected and others 
that he hasn’t quite nailed yet. 

Don’t combines his natural 
sense of melody with rap, fuzzy 
bass, delicate falsetto back¬ 
grounds and a sing-along chor¬ 
us that seems to be missing a 
certain word. 

“That was always the origin¬ 
al intention to put it on the rec¬ 
ord with the swear,” he says of 
the chorus, which was origin¬ 
ally “don’t f— with my love.” 

Why did he change it? Fear 
that it wouldn’t receive airplay? 
Concern the swear would make 
the tale of infidelity sound too 
mean? Nope. It was an eventful 
cab ride from LA. to Malibu. 

“I was chatting with the 
driver,” recounts Sheeran. “We 
were talking for about an hour 
and then he said his daughter 
was a fan and I said, ‘Hey can I 
play you some new stuff?’... On 
that song he thought I swore 
too much, so I took it off for 
him, I guess.”

No emotional shopper can face 
that much temptation with¬ 
out giving in. When you’re 
stressed or blue, your resist¬ 
ance is lowered so you’re that 
much more likely to drop some 
money. Get yourself off those 
lists. And don’t even open the 
email offers. 

Keep track of your spending. 
Even small indulgences add up 
quickly. It is not OK to buy just 
because it’s a great sale. If you 
see something you really like, 
take a picture with your phone 
and walk away. If you still want 
that shirt or that cute hat to¬ 
morrow, go back when emo¬ 
tion isn’t driving the decision.

It’s also important to remem¬ 
ber that not everyone has 
the same definition of the 
words “clean” or “messy.” 
Some people simply don’t 
mind having a pile of clothes 
on the floor. 

Focus on the mess 

“Try not to make it person¬ 
al,” says Kerr. “If you have a 
roommate who leaves food 
around, it’s important to say, 
‘That bowl of half-eaten cer¬ 
eal is gross’ — not ‘You are 
gross.’” 

Make your bed every day 

“Dorm rooms are so small, 
so it’s especially import¬ 
ant to make the bed,” Kerr 
notes. A good way to get into 
a bed-making routine is to 


do it at the same time every 
day. “It could be right after 
you get up or right after you 
shower,” she suggests. 

Set aside a few minutes a 
day to get organized 

With schoolworlc, exams 
and part-time jobs thrown 
into the mix, making time to 
clean can be difficult. “Just 
take 15 minutes to pick up 
after yourself,” says Kerr. 
“Before I sat down to study, I 
needed to tidy my space.” 

Know when to go up the 
chain 

It’s important to talk to your 
roommate directly before 
involving your resident ad¬ 
viser or formally requesting 
a room change. Kerr says 
that if things continue even 
after mentioning it twice, 
it’s time to take sterner ac¬ 
tion. “If your roommate is 
doing things like leaving 
food around or leaving used 
condoms on the floor, go to 
the RA and say, ‘I’ve spoken 
to Joe or Jane and nothing 
has changed.’ Having used 
condoms in the room is un¬ 
acceptable.”

And if they’re happening 
on a regular basis, you may be 
trapped in a vicious ciy-cycle: 
stress makes you ciy, ciying 
makes you stressed, and stress¬ 
ing over ciying makes you cry 
even more. But there are ways 
to snap the loop. 

What kind of tears are we 
talking about? Silent drippers 
can potentially fall unnoticed 
with the help of some interven¬ 
tions: Take deep breaths and 
keep a water bottle on hand in 
high-pressure meetings — a sip 


will help wash away that lump 
in your throat. And remember: 
you might feel like you’re tee¬ 
tering on the brink of a ffill- 
puddle meltdown, but if it’s 
just a few quiet drops, your co¬ 
workers probably won’t notice. 

For outbursts of the more 
histrionic variety, consider ad¬ 
dressing the issue directly. This 
could mean finding a quiet spot 
(an empty bathroom, a park 
down the road) and letting 
yourself weep out the tension. 

Or it could mean explaining 
to your colleagues and superi¬ 
ors, in a moment when your 
ducts are plugged, that your 
outward displays of emotion 


don’t necessarily reflect your 
level of inward turmoil. 

In any case, it’s key to ques¬ 
tion the root cause of your 
faulty plumbing. If small wor¬ 
ries are prompting big reac¬ 
tions, there’s likely an under¬ 
lying source of anxiety — be it 
personal or professional. Tack¬ 
ling your deeper triggers won’t 
be easy, but it could help your 
day-to-day run diyer. 

Finally, don’t be too hard on 
yourself— you’re certainly not 
a pioneer when it comes to of¬ 
fice waterworks. 

In fact, there may be bene¬ 
fits to your on-the-job sobs: 
within reason, shows of feel¬ 
ing could bring you closer to 
your colleagues. We all want 
our work-selves to be our most 
polished selves — but emotion 
should not be dismissed as a 
sign of weakness. 

It’s more just a sign that 
you’re human.

Third time around 


Next year’s third edition 
of the Tour of Alberta will 
likely be more mountain¬ 
ous with the prologue and 
first stage being hosted by 
Grande Prairie. 


When Dumoulin faded in 
the final 500 metres, Impey 
was able to grab the cham¬ 
pionship by one second. Im¬ 
pey finished in two hours 46 
minutes 22 seconds and won 
$12,312.11. Dumoulin takes 
home $6,209.58. German Ru¬ 


ben Zepuntlce, winner of Stage 
1, finished third. 

“To lose by one second 
on the last day is incredible, 
I can’t believe it happened 
again,” Dumoulin said. “If 
you’re in for a good laugh, 
check my results this year and 
last, a lot of second places.
